We were arrested on the 15th of March, 1854, 
by Marshal Ableuinn on a warrant isiued by 
Commissioner Smith, charging u* with aiding 
the escape of Glover, appeared before tho Coin- 
miggioner that afternoon, when the examination 
was postponed till March 21st. 
The examina- 


tion continued through three days, and on the 
23d inst we were bound over in the sum of Two 
Thousand Dollars to take our trial at the July 
term of tbo U. B. District Court, at Madison. 
A Grnml Jury wus packed, those drawn from 
the Free Soil Counties not being summoned 
till it wiis too late for them to attend, and tales- 
men picked tip tn supply their place. And by 
thu aid of perjured testimony—the testimony 
of Joe Heath—we were indicted, twelve ju- 
rors—just the requisite number—voting to find 
n bill against us. As evidence of the kind of 
men on this Jury, one of them was heard to say 
publicly during the week it was in session, that 
abolitionists, as n class, wore no better than 
horse thieve*. 


On theS}9th of May. we were heard by coun- 


sel ou a writ of habeas corpus, before Justice 
Smith of the Supreme Court. The hearing 
and decision occupied four days, aud closed 
with nn order for our release from the custody 
of tho United States, on tbe ground of the un- 
constitutionality of the Fugitive Slave Act.— 
From thia decision an appeal was taken by U. 
S. D 1strict Attorney Sharpstein, to the Supreme 
Court in full bench. The trial by adjouriuent 
occupied some two or three weeks, and closed 
on tho ISJth of July,, by an order from the Court 
nflirming the decree of discharge made by Jus- 
tice Smith. We returned home that dny, and 
the next morning were arrested by Marshal 
Ableman by warrant from Judge Miller, on the 
indictment of the Grand Jury at Madison, com- 
petent bail which wo offered was refused, and 
wo were taken to jail. On the name day we 
prepared an application to the Supreme Court, 
then in session, for a writ of habeas corpus, and 
our counsel left in the evening train for Madi- 
son. On Saturday evening he returned, with- 
out the writ, the Court declining to grant it on 
'the ground of comity to Judge Miller, whose 
jurisdiction, they affirmed, bad attached under 
a void law, and who would, they said they were 
bound to presume, pronounce the Act of 1850 
unconstitutional <>n tbe final hearing, aud dis- 
charge ua. 


On Tuesday, January 9tb, 1855, our trial be- 


forti Judge Miller, on the criminal indictment] 
began, and lasted five days, resulting in a ver- 
dict of guilty, at 9 o'clock P. M. of Saturday, 
after the Jury had been out but three hours.— 
On Monday, January 22d, we had another hear- 
ing before Judgo Miller, our counsel, Byron 
Paine, Esq., arguing at length, and with great 
ability, a motion for arrest of judgment and for 
a new trial, on several grounds, one of which 
was, that two of the jurors were proved to have 
formed and expressed opinions of our guilt be- 
fore they entered tbe jury-box. 


On Tuesday, January 23d, this motion was 


overruled, and we were sentenced to a fine of 
One Thousand Dollars and Four Hundred and 
Sixty-One Dollars, and One Cent costs, and to 
one month's imprisonment in the county jail, 
and to stand committed till the fine was paid. 
On Wednesday, tho 24th, our counsel left for 
Madison to nsk fur a writ of habeas corpus from 
the Supreme Court. After hearing, the Court, 
on Saturday, the 27th of Jannary, 'granted the 
writ, nnd on Monday, the 29th of January, we 
were brought out of jail, after having been 
domiciled there fix days, taken to Madison, and 
after a hearing, on Saturday, February 3d, we 
were discharged from imprisonment by the 
unanimous decision cf the Supreme Court, Jus- 
tice Crawford icuifting on his former opinion, 
that the Fugitive Slave Act was constitutional, 
and Justices Whiton and Smith reaffirming their 
former opinions that the Act was unconstitu- 
tional. 


Last week we had the eighth trial, brought 


by Messrs. Arnold & Hamilton, for the Slave- 
Catcher Garland, to recover from us One 
Thousand Dollars private damages, tbe legal 
value of a slave under the Fugitive Slave Act. 


How many more trials we are to have, and 


what attempts are yotto be made to enforce 
tbo judgment in tbo criminal case, which Judge 
Miller declares ia still binding upon us, we 
know not. But we submit, that we have been 
pursued in tbis matter, with a zeal, and earnest- 
ness, and rancour, worthy of Slave-Catchers 
under a Bloodhound Act, and that it is evident 
tbe prosecution for tbe Government and tbe 
Slave-Catcher have hoped to worry ut out. In 
our judgment they have taken bold of the 
wrong man. At any rate, wa feel, if such a 
thing could be, more hopeful and resolute than 
when theae trials began-. If Garland, Cashing 
& Co. chose to }>rew tbeae casei still further, 
we are ready ior them. We have the Consti- 
tution, the Law, tbe Decision of tbe Supreme 
Court, and tbe Poople on our side, and we shall 
contest thii matter to the tat. If Garland re- 
covers judgment against ui—which bo never 
can do, except by packing a Jury through the 
the connivance «n4 aid of the Court—the next 
thing will be to collect it. He may attach oor 
property, but we shall replery It in the Stute 
Ceurta. and try th« queelion whether there i« 
any efficacy tn tta deeiakm of oar Supreme 
Court, and whether the State baa power to pro- 
tect itaoitinna fr.it M.rpation, outrage and 
Toldprocea* uttfer void and ttneomtitutioMJ

which I am cultivating, and in thin section o ' 
the State where fencing timber is not plenty 
a little information on the subject may not b' 
uninteresting to those who wish to try the ex 
periment. 


Two years ago this month (April,) I plante< 


one pound of Osage Orange seed, (cost 75 cts.' 
The pound of seed planted tweaty rods. Th-' 
manner of planting was as follows: 


Drew a straight line and planted the seei. 


four inches apart and covered them three inch • 
e« deep, in a sand coil. The first season th< 
plants grew about twenty inches. The follow- 
ing sprint; by examination, I found that abou ; 
eight inches of the top of the previous year': 
growth had froze and become dead. Thi; 
spring about the same length of top is dead- 
but the growth of the plant or treo is from 3t > 
5 feet high—and the present spring will nee* 
trimming and shaping. The thrifty ami vigor- 
ous growth of the Oaage Orange in a sandy 
soil, induces mo to believe they can be cultiva- 
ted with profit, and make a cheap, substantial 
and beautiful fence, that chick nor child can- 
not get under, through nor over.

when a terrible fight ensued. The police name 
off victorious, making several arrest*. 
One of 


the rioters was taken off the ground by hi* 
comrades, it was eaid, in a dying conditiou; 
another, named Marshall Knight, horribly 
beaten, wan arrested, but was liberated after 
his wounds were dreased. 


At 3 o'clock P. M. nino of the rioters were 


in jail. At Jj o'clock a company of about a 
hundred men, mostly Germans and Irish, as- 
sembled, armed with unitkete. sticks and clubt 
some of the latter with iiikei in the end. 
At 


4 o'clock the rioters mado a rush, and fired at 
the police. 
The police returned 'the fire, and 


several arrests were made. Policeman Hunt 
wan shot in three places. As Hunt fell, a citi- 
zen ,'pulted n pistol from his pocket and shot 
the man through the body, who shot Hunt. He 
wits captured and taken tojatl.it wa* luppoted 
in a dying condition, but up to 11 o'clock last 
night WHS still alive. Bunt had to have bis 


left arm amputated close to the shoulders, and 
at last account* it was thought he would re- 
cover. A broker, named J. H. Kedzie, was 
slightly wounded in tho head by a ball. 
Po- 


liceman Nathan Merton was horribly beaten on 
the head, and became deranged. 
Two other 


policemen were badly wounded. 


At 8 o'clock on Sunday morning 56 of the 


rioters had been arrested, and G more were ar- 
rested before 3 o'clock P. M. 


The city wag quiet yesterday. A special mil- 


itary of 000 citizen* was organized, and armed 
from the State Armory.
